GENEVA, Dec. 15.—Austria was 
elected a member of the League of 
Nations by the assembly of the league 
today. 

The election of Austria was with- 
out opposition. Thirty-five votes 
were cast in favor of her admission. 
Two members were absent and four 
abstained from voting. 

Belgium, Brazil, Spain and China 
were chosen as the four elective 
members of the council of the 


League of Nations by the assembly | 


of the league today. The first three 
nations named had held places in 
the council by appointment under 
the original covenant. China takes 
the place of Greece, the fourth mem- 
ver originally named. 

On ballot for the fourth member, 
(China received 21 votes, which elect- 
ad her: Sweden received five votes, 
Rumania six, Czecho-Slovakia two, 
and Portugual, Switzerland, Serbia 
and Greece one each. 

Proposal that the League of Na- 
tions assume the duties which here- 
tofore have devolved upon Holland 
under the international opium con- 
vention, regulating traffic in the

The committee which had been in- 
vestigating the subject, .recommend- 
ed that the secretariat of the league 
collect information from the inter- 
estéd countries, and that the subject 
bé further investigated by an advis- 
ary committee, including represen- 
tatives from the countries, especial- 
ly concerned—Holland, Great Brit- 
ain, France, India, Japan, China, 
Siam and Portugal. 

. Under the intgrnational opium 
convention, signed in 1912, the Unit- 
ed States being among the signato- 
ries, various duties devolved upon 
the Dutch Government. Among the 
provisos Was one that the contract- 
ing Powers should communicate 
with one another regarding various 
facts connected with the subject 
through the Detch Mfnister of For- 
elgn Affairs. The ratification ma- 
ohinery also was placed in the hands 
of the Netherlands Foreign Office. 

* The committee report mentioned 
the difficulty resulting from the ab- 
sence of the United States and Ger- 
many from the league, and sug- 
gested that if these Governments 
could not forward their information 
to the league they might continue to 
communicate with Holland on the 
sub ject. 

Chinese Praises America. 


During the discussion Dr. Welling- 
ton Koo of the Chinese delegation 
reviewed the efforts made by China 
during more than a century to sup- 
press the opium habit. He recog- 
nized, he said, the great debt of grat- 
itude China owed the United States 
for America’s aid in this work. He 
was particularly pleased, he said, 
that the committee had decided the 
United States should be especially 
invited to send a representative to 
meet with the Advisory Committee. 

The committee's suggestions were 
adopted by the assembly, and the 
subject of.the “white slave” traffic 
was taken up. 

The propositions regarding this 
traffic are that the countries which 
adhered to the internatioha! con- 
vention of 1904 be invited to send 
delegates to another international 
conference to We held before the next 
assembly; also that the council ap- 
point a committee to investigate the 
deportation of women and children 
in Asia Minor. 

Danish Woman Applaudcd. 

The discussion of this question 
brought to the platform for the first 
time one of the women substitute 
delegates, Mile. Henni Forthammer, 
of Denmark. She was reecived with 
warm applause. 

Mile. Forthammer made a strong 
appeal for prompt action on behalf 
of the women who had been de- 
ported during the war and since its 
conclusion. She urged the assembly 
to send investigators to Asia Minor 
and appealed to the delegates in- 
dividually to prevail upon their sev- 
eral governments to strengthen their 
Jegisiation to suppress the traffic in 
women and children. 

Mile. Forthammier, speaking in 
exoelient English, was enthusiastic- 
ally applauded, especially when she 
pleaded for the 20,000 Armenian 
women still in captivity. When the

430,001 are classed as immigrant 
allens and 195,575 as non-immi- 
grant allens, Departures of aliens 
totaled 428,062, including 288,315 
emigrant aliens and 139,747 non- 
omigrant aliens, making the net In- 
crease in the immigrant population 
for the year 193,614. 

Japanese admitted numbered 16,- 
174, as compared with 14,904 the 
year before. The total number of 
Japanese departing is|placed at 15.,- 
663,«making, the report says, the in- 
dicated tncrease in Japancse popu- 
lation 621. Of those admitted 9193 
were males and 6981 females.

The 
employer does not agree and cannot 
agree to give steady employment to 
all the wage earners concerned nor 
to any specified number. Consequent- 
ly the workers included in such a 
nm could have no legal claim 
that they were actually em- 
ployed’ by the other party to the 
bargain and at his discretion. There 
would be no fairness in making such 
contracts enforceable at law. To 
permit collective bargainings to be 
legally enforcible would bé to dis-

By means ort terraces the grounds 
around the site are raised until the 
floor of the memorial itself is 45 feet 
higher than the grade of Potomac 
Park. A circular terrace, 1000 feet 
in diameter, first rises above the 
park. On its outer edge stand four 
rows Of trees, leaving a 
in the center 755 feet in 
diameter. In the center of this 
plateau, surrounded by wide road- 
ways and walks, rises an eminence 
supporting a rectangular stone ter- 
race Wall 14 feet high, 256 feet long 
186 feet wide.

Walter Camp, in Annual Resume, 
Assigns Him First Fullback 
Position. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—In a re- 
sume of the football season by 
Walter Camp, published in the 
current issue of Collier's Weekly 
in connection with his All-Amer- 
ican selections for 1920, the dean 
of intercollegiate football states: 

“Outside of the development of 
the open play and forward pass, 
the most atriking feature of the 
season Was the great’ interest 
shown by coaches and enthusiasts 
in the Kast as to what the Weat 
and South weré doing, and in the 
South and West as to what thé 
Kast was teaching. This had been 
brought about by the great growth 
in favor of the intersectional game 
led by Harvard's trip to the coast 
last New Year’s day. and by the 
signing up of agreements between 
Princeton and Chicago for games 
‘in 1921 and 1922. Perhaps the 
greatest factor’ of all, however, 
was the very definite increade, al- 
ready referred to, in the know!l- 
edge of the game by the football 
public, The spectator in the stands 
now is an educated spectator. 

“On the present schedules the 
ranking of teams is impossible. 
But there is one quality that goes 
for a great deal, and that is the 
ability to rise to the o¢casion 
when necessary, and when this 
test is applied we find that the 
outstanding teams were Prince- 
ton, Harvard, Notre Dame, Pitts- 
burg, Penn State, California... Vir- 
ginia Military Institute, Boston 
and Ohio State. They all camé 
through and would be the ones se- 
lected tO carry.\a game anywhere 
Their methods differed largely. 
Princeton had the greatest variety 
and made the largest use of gen- 
eralship. Ohio State took the 
greatest advantage of the modern 
rules. California ran up the larg- 
est scores, Harvard and Pittsburg 
were most cautious and calculat- 
ing. Boston, Notre Dame and Vir- 
ginia Military Institute were moat 
aggressive.”

O'Dell of the Ethical] Society, Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., stating, “Ireland will not se- 
ecde, but rather will accept dominion 
l.ome rule, and that their trouble is large- 
ly a religious issue.” Mr. O'Dell is either 


ignorant as to facts or is helping Great 


Britain to retain in “some measure” 
what Ireland is determined she _ shal! 
never have and has expressed her objec- 
tion continually to for over 700 years. 

A religious fight—what nonsense. Cath- 
olic Ireland fought Catholic England, 
Protestant Ireland fought Protestant En- 
giand. The English Catholic Norfolks 
have been the bitterest opponents of 
Catholic Irish. The Norfolks stood on 
Careon’s platforms and gave him materia! 
support. They worked at home for Brit- 
ish imperialiem against Irish nationalism 
and won a measure of success, too, as 
history will show. 

Almost every outstanding leader of 
note in the nineteenth century has been 
a Protestant republican and nationalist;

When &@ Government practically turns its police and 
military forces loose to wreak their will on a subject 
people any outrage may be committed. The people 
are helpless under the suspension of law and the 
unchecked power of armed forces. 

The genera! cause is the intolerable condition 
existing in Ireland where the British Government, 
having failed utterly to keep its pledges for local 
self-government and to satisfy the legitimate aspi- 
rations of the oppressed people for liberty and home 
rule is using force ruthlessly to sustain its authority. 
Blind to the lessons of history the Lloyd George 
Government has taken the fata] path that icads to 
destruction—the path of bloody suppression instead 
of the path of reasonable concession. 

The result is underground rebellion and assassina- 
tion on the part of the outraged people and reprisals 
in outrage, murder and devastation on the part of 
the government forces. Lawlessness‘and blood beget 
lawlessness and blood until chaos reigns and law and 
liberty are utterly destroyed. It is the negation of 
government. 

The hand that fired Cork may be the hand that 
frees Ireland. The disaster is so great, it is such 
an appalling climax to the series of events, that 
it may awaken the conscience and intelligence of 


the British to a realization of the path the govern- 
ment has chosen and its incompetence. It has shocked 
the civilized world and aroused universal indignation. 
Great Britain cannot fail to feel the effect of world 
opinion; it cannot safely ignore the moral judgment 
of the world.
